[Boston Commercial Bulletin.) 


Some kinds of perfumery are worth 


their weight in gold. The export of fine 
perfumery is principally from Gnisse, 
Nice, Cannes and 
Bremen. The busi- 


ness is divided into two parts. 
The 


manufacturer extracts from tho flowers 
their essential oils. The perfumer buys 
these oils, pomades and extracts, and 
compounds them in several ways. 


Only about a dozen of all the fragrant 


flowers in the world are Used in the man- 
ufacture of perfumery, viz.: the violet, 
rose, orange iloiver, jasmine, tuberose, 
cassie, lavender, thyme, rosemary, gera- 
niums, jonquil and fennel. The rose and 
the orange are the most valuable, Of 
the numerous varieties of the rose, only 
one is naed, the Province rose, single, 
pale pink, the most sweet smelling of 
rose-:; not hardy.

The name of this little instrument is 


said to have been derived from "tbum 
bell," being at first tliumble, and after- 
wards thimble. It is a Dutch invention, 
and was brought to England about the 
year 1G05, by John Lofting. Formerly 
iron and brass were used, but lately 
steel, bilver and gold have taken their 
places. In the ordinary manufacture, 
thin plates of metals are introduced ink 
a die, and punched into shape. 


In Paris, gold thimbles ate manufac- 


tured to a large extent. Thin sheets of 
sheet iron arc cut into dies of about two 
inches diameter. 
These being heated 


red hot, are struck with a punch into a 
number of holes, gradually increasing in 
depth, to give them the proper shape. 
The thimble is then trimmed, polished 
and indented around its outer surface 
with a number of little holes, by means 
of n small wheel. It is then converted 
into steel by the cementation process, 
tempered, scoured and brought to a blue 
color.

It seems the very men 
whom tho people have trusted to 
guard and protect them, the very 
men whom they have helped to sup- 
port, have been guilty of repeated 
acts of incendiarism. 
On Friday 


afternoon, sis other fireman were ar- 
rested and on Saturday given a hear- 
ing in court. Two of them wore dis- 
charged; two held in bonds of 5>1- 
000 each, and two in bonds of §500 
each. 'One of the prisoners, Thomas 
Cnmdall, made a lengthy confession 
to his guilt, from which it seems that 
he arid soma of the others had almost 
made the tiring of houses a studied 
profession. Peebles prepared pieces 
of punk, in the color and shape of 
cigars, which he carried 
in

pockets, and with which he set fire 
to the buildings. 
For the past two 


years these fire bugs have been ply- 
ing this nefarious occupation, daring 
which time Danville has had about 
sixty five or seventy fires. Of this 
number fifty were the work of these 
shameful firemen. It is supposed 
that §75,000 would be inadequate to 
cover tho losses which the city has 
sustained in those incendiary fires.
